SUMMARY

Synopsis of Bill

Senate Bill 516 appropriates $100 thousand from the general fund to the Board of Regents of
Eastern New Mexico University to establish a National Collegiate Athletic Association Division
2 men’s soccer team.

Significant Issues

This request was not in the list of priority projects submitted by the ENMU Board of Regents to
the Commission on Higher Education for review. Consequently, this request was not included in
the Commission’s funding recommendations for FY05.

FISCAL IMPLICATIONS

The appropriation of $100 thousand contained in this bill is a recurring expense to the general

general fund.

In the interest of accountability, the institution receiving the appropriation in this bill shall sub-
mit a program evaluation to the Legislative Finance Committee and the Commission on Higher
Education by August 2007 detailing the benefits to the State of New Mexico from having im-
plemented this program.
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
